Service 
hoard, Mr, Pierce said.

The Upland office receives many 
inguiries from veterans concern- 
ing education and-they are refer- 
red tc Leo A. Wadsworth, director 
of Chaffey ccllege. There have also 
heen several who have sought 
loans and are referred to the ad- 
visany committee headed by James 
Galinis at Ontario. 

The biggest problem the vet- 
erans committee faces, Mr. Pierce 
sair, is to provide housing for re- 
turning veterans. F. H. Rogers 
chairman of the Upland Selective 
Service board, is chairman of the 
Veterans Service committee.
